MEANING OF THURSDAY KIGHT’S MEETING— 
THE SECRETARY NOT YET CRUSHED. 

There is considerable difference of opinion as 
to the construction which should be put upon 
the action of the Cook County Central Commit- 
tee at its meeting Thursday night. Ostensibly 
it was a victory for the Mayor and the anti- 
machine men, and the latter were feeling high- 
ly elated over it, declaring that the committee 
had been forced to recognize the rights of the 
people,“ and that Mackin’s days of political 
power were numbered. Ald. Whelan said he 
was so well pleased with the stand taken by the 
committee that he was almost willing to for- 
give Joe Mackin for the many wrongs he 
had committed. While it is true that 
Mackin might, had he supreme authority, have 
insisted on holding the primaries today and 
keeping the present committee in power until 
Becember, be did not see fit to make an issue of 
the matter, but instead came gracefully for- 
ward with a typographical error in the con- 
stitution, and, as though he had been of the 
same opinion all along, voted with the other 
members to extend the time when the prima- 
ries are to be held and to hurry in the new 
eom mittee. 

The opinion prevails, however, that a large 
majority of the committee iatend to stand by 
their Secretary, and that they will work for 
him when any straight issue is brought up. 
Joe evidently takes the same view of the situa- 
tion, although acknowledging to his friends 
that Harrison apparently had the best of 
it Thursday night. The charge is made 
that the hostility shown by Cullerton and Hil- 
dreth toward Mackin was only assumed for ef- 
fect, and thatin the end they do not intend 

laying into the Mayor's bands at all. It is 
— believed that the Mayor's crowd was 
given a point merely for the purpose of gain- 
ing time, and that before the primaries are 
held a scheme will be cooked up whereby most 
of the present committeemen will be returned.

G. W. CURTIS’ INCONSISTENCY. 


In the current number of Harper's Weekly 
Mr. George William Curtis attempts to de- 


fend himself against the republication by 
Tun Omcaco Trisune of an article 
which appeared in Harpers Weekly of May’ 
13, 1876, expressing satisfaction with Mr. 
Blaine's explanation of the calumnies urged 
against him, and declaring that no charge 
that may hereafter be made against Mr. 
Blaine unaccompanied by weighty testimony 
will deserve any attention whatever.” | This 
republication Mr. Curtis stigmatizes as “a 
small trick,” and then offers the following 
statement to explain away his inconsistency : 
The facts are these: In the early part of the 
year 1876, when Mr. Blaine was planning to ge- 
cure the nomination for the —— at Cin- 
cinnati, unpleasant rumors were rife of his rail- 
road transactions, and the 25th of April be 
made a statement in exculpation in the House, 
which was apparently conciusive. It was 
80 by the country, and the :

That Tun Trreune’s republication of the 
article was not a small trick” a few facts 
will show. The above extract leads us to 
infer that Mr. Curtis, a few days after the ar- 
ticle appeared, discovered that Mr. Blaine's 
statements were inaccurate, and that early in 
the following month he was convicted by the 
publication of the Mulligan letters. Then, 
why, we ask, in all candor, did Mr. Curtis 
keep silent, and let his original statement of 
satisfaction stand for eight long years? Mr. 
Curtis did not print the Mulligan letters in 
1876; he did not say that there was a reason- 
able ground of suspicion against Mr. Blaine, 
or that Harpers Weekly would not support 
him for the Presidency if he were nominated 
at Cincinnati. The statement thathe was 
*unspotted,” and that his answer was as 
clear a refutation as was ever made,” 
remained without modification or qual- 
ification in Harper's files as its last ut- 
terance on the subject until the present can- 
vass began. We say that Harpers Weekly 
and George William Curtis if they had been 
honest would have said before the Chicago 
Convention that they would not support Mr. 
Blaine, and would have given the reasons 
why. They did nothing of the kind. Mr. 
Curtis stole into that convention, and by : 
course of studied misrepresentation and pre- 
varication left the impression on the mind of 
every delegate and every man in that great 
hall that he intended to support the nominee, 
whoever he might be. His present course is 
dishonorable and unworthy of him, and even 
his own Independent associates know it is so. 
We have not seen it defended in any quarter. 

Mr. Blaine was a candidate in 1876. Why 
did Harpers Weekly not assail him then, 
when the charges against him were fresh ? 
The 10th of June of that year Harper's 
Weekly declared that, East of the Alle- 
ghenies there has never been a feeling that 
Senator Morton’s candidacy was serious,” 
and again, There was no Eastern in¢redu 
lity about the candidacy of Abraham Lincoln 
or Gen. Grant, and there is none whatever 
about that of Mr. Bristow, as there is none 
in the Northwest about.that of Mr. Blaine,” 
thus recognizing him as an unsectional ¢andi- 
date, and not indulging in the smallest whis- 
per about the Mulligan letters, though they 
were then freshéy before the country.

HARVARD COLLEGE PHARISEES. 
The administration of Harvard College and 
some of its alumni who dwell within its 


shadow seem bent upon dragging the univer- | 


sity into politics in a most offensive manner. 
It commenced its attempted ostracism with 
Benjamin F. Butler when that eccentric 
statesman was Governor of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. Whatever views 
may be entertained of that gentleman’s polit- 
ical methods and policy—and T Cm AGO 
Trrpune has never been an admirer of 
either—we believe that no charge has yet been 
made against his personal honesty, his char- 
acter as a gentleman, or his reputation as a 
professional man. For years it has been the 
custom of the university to honor the Govern- 
or with the degree of LL.D., and it has 
made no exceptions to the practice for parti- 
san or other reasons. It even included Gov. 
Gardiner, the Know-Nothing Executive, a 
plain, unlettered business-man, who never 
saw the inside of a college and who could 
not read the parchment that was given him. 
In Gov. Butler's case it violated its ancient 
practice and refused him the degree. 

It has now tried its hand, though without 
success, upon Mr. Henry Cabot Lodge. It 
will be remembered that Mr. Lodge was one 
of the Massachusetts delegates-at-large in the 


Republican National Convention. He is also 


Chairman of the Republican State Committee. 
He was an original Edmunds man, and 
worked with all his might by the side of 
George William Curtis, Theodore Roosevelt, 
and the other Edmunds leaders to secure that 
gentleman’s nomination. It was largely 
through his efforts that Mr. Lynch, the anti- 
Biaineite, was made Temporary Chairman. 
He worked to the last and stuck by his colors 
to the last, but when Mr. Blaine was pom- 
inated he gracefully accepted the inevitable, 
and like a true man and a true Republican 
announced his intention to support the nom- 
inee of the majority of the convention, acting 
as the accredited agents and speaking with 
the authoritative voice of the Republican 
party of the Nation. Mr. Curtis said 
that every delegate was in honor bound 
to support the nominee of the convention and 
went out and bolted and is now figuring with 
the Democrats. Mr.. Lodge said nothing, 
and went out and did his duty, not being 
impressed with the egotistic conviction that 
he was superior in conscience and intelli- 
gence to the majority of the party, though as 
a politician, scholar, writer, and gentleman 
he is the peer of George William Curtis. 
The election of Overseers for Harvard oc- 


curred the 25th inst. He has every qualifica- 


tion, and in an eminent degree, for the posi- 
tion, but the Pharisee and the dudes among 
the alumni of that institution, the holier- 
than-thou bolters, conspired to defeat him. 
The conspiracy became known, his friends 
rallied to his support, and he was elected. 

We congratulate Mr. Lodge upon his vie- 
tory, but at the same time we would warn the 
Pharisees of Harvard College that they are 
playing a dangerous game. If they fancy 
that Harvard College can get along without 
the vast majority of the Republican party, 
the vast majority of the Republican. party 
may fancy they can get along without Har- 
vard College. That institution is largely de- 
pendent upon Republican support, though 
even Republicans expect it to be adminis- 
tered upon a non-partisan basis. If it is go- 
ing into politics, if it proposes to knife those 
who do not cut their politics to suit its meas- 
ure, and to fix a stigma upon those who be- 
lieve it to be their duty to follow the lead of 
their party, it may set a precedent that will 
materially prejudice its patronage. Its wisest 
course is to remain in the academic groves 
and not venture out on the turbulent sea of 
politics. Fortunately the outcome of Mr. 
Lodge’s candidacy has saved it this time from 
a lesson which it would long have remem- 
bered, but there will be danger in repeating 
the experiment. 


THE CAMPAIGN IN INDIANA. 

Indiana is one ef the pivotal States in the 
Presidential election. For many years the 
contest between the two parties for the con- 
trol of that State has been close, with vary- 
ing results. Tilden carried the State in 1876 
by about 5,500 majority. Garfield carried it 
in 1880 by about 6,500. In 1882 the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Secretary of State re- 
ceived about 10,000 more votes than his Re- 
publican opponent, the liquor question having 
created a considerable disturbance in party 
relations, Indiana casts fifteen Electoral 
votes, and is one of three or four Northern 
States which the Democrats will make a hard 
fight to carry. 

Under these circumstances it is especially 
gratifying that all the events and conditions 
of the campaign in Indiana up to this point 
are notably favorable to the Republicans. 

In the first place, the nomination of Blaine 
was the strongest bid the Republicans could 
have made for the vote of Indiana. In spite 
of the influence which one of Indiana’s most 
distinguished Republican statesmen threw in 
favor of Arthur, and in spite of the personal 
pretensions of another favorit son” to the 
Republican nomination, Blaine had two- 
thirds of the Indiana delegation on the first 
ballot in the National Convention and the 
solid vote of the State on the fourth ballot. 
He was and is as strong among the Repub- 
licans of Indiana as among the Republicans 
of Lilinois; that is to say, he was the choice 
of nine-tenths of the Republican voters, and 
his nomination, from the moment it was an- 
nounced, assured perfect harmony and the 
most energetic work to carry the State tor 
him. The Indiana delegation to the Demo- 
cratic National Convention will present the 
name of ex-Senator McDonald of that State, 
but he takes rank as a Presidential possibility 
among the dark horses” only. If he should 
be selected to make the race against Blaine 
several conditions would weaken his chances 
for carrying his own State. Hendricks and his 
friends will never regard with favor the can- 
didacy of any Indiana Democrat for Presi- 
dent so long as Hendricks lives to be 
snubbed, It is also known that McDonald, 
in order to secure the indorsement of the In- 
diana State Convention, was compelled to as- 
sist in the nomination of Gray for Governor, 
and hemee he will share the dissatisfaction’ 
which has attended Gray’s triumph. Blaine’s 
personal strength alone will enable him to 
carry the State against any Democratic candi- 
date taken from any other State, and the local 
dissensions among the Democrats will more 
than offset the influence of State pride in 
case McDonald shall be nominated. 

The State ticket nominated by the Repub- 
licans this year is conceded to be one of the 
strongest it would have been possible to 
make, and hence it will be of material assist- 
ance in carrying the State in November, 
Maj. Calkins, the candidate for Governor, is 
a gallant, dashing fellow who commands at 
once the respect and attachment of the Indi- 
ana people. He will make one of the most 
active and stirring campaigns ever fought in 
the State, and is just the sort of a man to 
serve as Blaine’s adjutant in marshaling the

With these odds against them the Demo-

These various conditions make it evident 
that the Republicans have a better chance for 
carrying Indiana next fall than they had four 
years ago when the Electoral vote was se- 
cured for Garfield. Both the National ticket 
and the State ticket are the strongest which 
could have been presented in the State, and 
there are no signs of discord on the Repub- 
lican side. It is still uncertain who the Dem- 
ocratic candidate for President will be, but 
he will find the Indiana Democrats dissatis- 
fied and indifferent as to the success of their 
State ticket, and he will hardly be able to 
overcome the prevailing discontent and dis- 


gust. 


FREE STATE OF THE CONGO. 

Something new in the extension of Anglo- 
Saxon civilization and government is pre- 
sented to the view of the world in the efforts 
of the International African Association to 
enter the list of free and independent nations 
under the title of the Free State of the Congo, 
American enterprise hag led in the explora- 
tions and the diplomacies that have given the 
international Association the position it holds 
on the banks of the Congo, from the Atlantic 
almost all the way across Africa to the In- 
dian Ocean, but it has done so by the help of 
the money and the eneouragment of persons 
of all nations, among whom the most promi- 
nent was the King of Belgium. To prevent 
the fruits of this international effort from be- 
coming the prize of any one grasping nation- 
ality it is now sought to protect them by 
securing the recognition of a separate and in- 
dependent sovereignty for the territory of 
the association. e : 

This International Association has opened 
one of the great valleys of the world to the 
notice of civilization, and has brought fifty 
millions of the most intelligent and highly 
organized aborigines that have yet been dis- 
covered within trading distance of other na- 
tions. But it is not content to pass into his- 
tory as a mere exploring society. It does not 
wish the mere glory of having been the pio- 
neer in the foundation of a new colony for 
some of the great powers. It is not willing 
to dissolve and leave the vast field it has 
made known te become the prey of some gor- 
mandizing commercial community, masked 
by a belligerent government. It has ob- 
tained its territory by means different from 
the conqueste and depredations that have 
hitherto usually marked the progress of 
modern civilization, and it wishes to perpetu- 
ate the difference, 

With this in view the International Asso- 
ciation of the Congo has attempted no less 
lofty a task than the creation of a new State. 
The Free State of the Congo, which it now 
tells the nations of the world it wishes them 
to welcome into their confraternity, will, if 
it is recognized by the Powers, be a sov- 
ereignty of a new kind, and one in some 
respects far superior to all the others. Not 
a foot of its land represents outrage, con- 
quest, spoliation. All has been got by pur- 
chase or by fair, even-handed treaty. All its 
privileges of trade, of free passage to and 
fro over the territory of other potentates have 
been acquired in the same way. Tho 
equipped with the knowledge, means, weap- 
ons of a superior.civilization, it has always 
kept its faith with the savage African chiefs 
and Kings it has had to deal with, and has 
regarded the weakest and meanest of them 
as entitled at least to honest treatment. 

The aim of the association has been to 
connect the Atlantic with the Indian Ocean 
by a series of stations which should be a gir- 
dle of civilization through the heart of Afri- 
ca, and it has succeeded so well that the belt 
is now almost complete. If the Free State 
of the Congo is now recognized by the world, 
it will be unique not only in the title which 
it can show to its possessions and in the rela- 
tions it holds with those about it, but in its 
foreign policy. It will have no custom- 
houses. Trade will be free within its bor- 
ders with all the nations of earth on.equal 
terms. No nation will have the invaluable 
markets of the new country to itself. Portu- 
gal, France, and Great Britain have each at- 
tempted to get a monopoly here, but the 
association has resisted them, and as a per- 
manent barrier to such designs now seeks to 
establish a Free State which shall have such 
recognition that no one nation will ever dare 
to think of forcing exclusive privileges out 
of it. 

It is easy enough to show the practical in- 
terest of the United States in this matter. 
As has been pointed out by Gen. Sanford, of 
the International Association, there are mill- 
ions of cotton-spindles idle in this country, 
and if we could supply but a few yards 
apiece to the fifty millions of inhabitants of 
the Congo the depression that has followed 
the overproduction of the last few years 
would entirely disappear. A country with 
such a population, with 300 miles of seacoast 
and 2,500 miles of river bank, promises an

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Recovery of the Body of Mrs, Cook from 
a Deep Wen Talk of Lynch- 
ing. 


Marroox, In., June 27.—[{Special.|—Early 
this morning 1,500 people thronged about the 
abandoned well in the western part of the city 
which was supposed to contain the body of the 
murdered Mrs. Cook. After two days’ steady gs — 
pumping the water had been drained off and a ea near — r r ee 
miner sent down to the bottom. Previous sus- 
picions proved correct, for at the bottom of 
the well lay the body of Sallie Cook, weighted 
down with about a hundred pounds of 
iron, where ft had lain for almost a weck. Her 
throat had been cut from ear to ear, almost 
severing the head from the body. The marks 
of a heavy blow were visible on the head. Her 
feet had been tied together and heavy weights 
attached. The throngs of people followed 
body to the city-hall, where the inquest was t 
be held. In the same yard was the jail, con- 
taining the alleged murderer. The crowd now 
swelled to 2,000, filling the yard and crowding 
around the city-hall and the jail. There was 
considerable talk of lonching and an extra 
force of police and constables was put on 
guard. The feeling is pretty strong among 
the colored people. At the inquest Cook 
viewed his wife's remains with composure. 
He maintains his innocence, claiming that he 
was not absent trom home the evening of the 
crime; yet 4 dozen witnesses testify that he 
and his wife were seen together the fatal even- 
ing. He has gecured a lawyer. Cook's mother, 
a material witness, was taken from the train in 
the act of leaving and placed under bonds to 
appear. Everything is quiet this morning, al- 
though the probabilities of lynching is the 
topic of conversation in Many groups of men 
standing on the streets.

PROTESTING AGAINST LEGAL DISCRIMINATIONS 
New Yor, Juve 27.—(Special.)}~—A Sun 
cable from London says: The woman-suf- 
fragiste are devoting themselves to the work 
of educating British public opinion to the ne- 
ceasity of according the ballot to women by ex- 
posing the partiality with which English law 
is administered to those male taxpayers who 
possess the corrective power of the vote. A 
particularily. flagrant case of this kind of in- 
justice has occurred on the Estcourt es- 
tate. Mr. G. Sotheron. Estcourt, M. P. 
for Wiltshire, is one of . the best- 
known and most respected landlords 
in England. One of his farms in Yorkshire had 
been oceupied by the Garlick family for sev- 
eral generations. Toward the close of last 
year Mr. Garlick died, leaving a widow to 
‘succeed him. Mr. Meek, the landlord’s agent, 
some time ago sent a demand to 
the widow to surrender the estate. This no- 
tice contained the following: For the deceased 
tenant personally we have always had a very 
great respect; but it bas been a rule from 
time immemorial that widows should not be 
coutinued as tenants on the Estcourt estate, 
and that isthe only ground for severing the 
tenancy in the present instance.“ Mrs. Garlick 
intended to submit to the injustice, and requeat- 
ed permission, under the Agricu!tura)-Holdings 
act, to remove or sell the manure, hay, straw, 
and other increments rightfully belonging 
to the tenancy.

They Object to a Foreman Who Hates 
the Irish. 

Newark, N. J., June 27.—|Special.]—Several 
Spinners in the Mile-End thread-works 
in East Newark went on a strike this 
week, and they have refused to re- 
sume uniess Cassidy, a spinner who quit 
work, shall be reinstated. Last night the strik- 
ers gathered in the streets near the factory 
and when Harry Hunter, one of the working 
spinners, came out they pelted him with eggs 
and vegetables. Women assisted the men in 
throwing these missiles. Foreman Richard 
Cook, his brother Edward, and Baxindale, a 
spinner, were looked for by the strik- 
ers, but they escaped to their homes 
through a side. street. Threats have been 
made by the strikers to drown these men in 
the Passaic River. At 9 o'clock the strikers 
gathered in force at John Lord's sabon, their 
headquarters, and they assaulted John Littie- 
peck, one of the spinners who refused to quit 
work. He was tossed in the air until be prom- 
ised to join the strikers. 

As soon as the factory employés appeared at 
the factory gates this morning the strikers 
began to urge them to join their ranks. Hugh 
Dixon, who was stopped and threatened by 
the crowd, drew a revolver, and when 
he was attacked he ran behind the 
factory gates and began firing promiscuously. 
One ball from nis pistol iodged in the right arm 
of Robert Parkinson, inflicting a serious wound. 
A rush was made for the gate where Parkinson 
was shot anda riot was barely prevented. 
Late this afternoon the men in the 
factory. led by Mr. Edward Cook, brother of 
the foreman, marched out and proposed to the 
strikers to hold a conference. The invitation 
was accepted. A secret consultation was 
held. At the conference the strikers said 
that Foreman Cook was an overbearing 
Englishman, and that de hated the 
Irishmen who were employed in the factory.

„Gen. Logan’s father, Dr. Logan, was an edu- 
cated Irish physician who came to this coun- 
try a fow years before Logan was born, 
in 1826. His mother was also of Irish descent, 
but I think the two were married in this coun- 
try. The Logan family comes from the North 
of Ireland, where it was both respectable and 
wealthy, until its estates were confiscated 
through some disaffection in regard to the 
Government. It was this, I think, that sent 
Dr. Logan to this country. When he came 
here he bad completed his education, and was 
a graduate of the college at Dublin. He set- 
tled at Murphysborough, Jackson County, 
where he practiced his profession and ac 
quired some property. He was, when 
he died, in good circumstances for that 
part of the country. His lands are 
in the Big Muddy coal mining regions, and 
they are still in the

She re- 
ceived a good education at a convent in Ken- 
tucky. and when she came back from school 
she met Logan, who was then a young lawyer, 
and married him. After their marriage, I 
think, Logan came to Marion to practice, and 
remained there up to the time of the War. At 
this time he moved to Carbondale on ac 
count of the numerous Rebel sympathisers in 
Marion.” 
LOGAN'S UNIONISM. 

„What is there in this story of Logan hav- 
ing had intentions of going into the Confed- 
erate army?” 

It is a lle from beginning to end. They say, 
you know, that Logan tried to raise troops for 
the South. There is nothing in it. He was in 
Congress at this time, and at Washington, and 
now in Illinois. During the battle of Bull Run 
be left his seat in the House and enlisted for 
the time in a Massachusetts regiment, in which 
he fought during the whole battle, and he wag 
one of the last to leave the field that day. Im 
mediately on his return to Washington he tele 
graphed to Gov. Yates his resignation as mem, 
ber of and placed his services at his 
disposal in bebalf of the Union. Yates replied, 
offering him the position of Colonel, and he 
came immediately to Illinois and raised his regi- 
ment. He madea speech at Marion at this ti 
and at the opening of his speech was 2 
and jeered at by the Rebel sympathizers. His 
eloquence was so strong, however, that those 
who came to laugh remained to pray, and many 
of those who jeered at the opening joined his 
company at the close. 1 don't think John A. 
Logan ever entertained an anti-Umon thought. 
He was before the War a Demo- 
erat, and was a member of the Charleston 
Convention of 1860. After aiding in ‘the 
nomination of Douglas, on his return through 
Richmond, he stopped there, and made a strong 
Union speech. He was hissed and howled at 
but he left the stand telling the rebels of Vir- 
ginia that if they dared to go out of the Union 
they would be whipped back intoit. From 
that time on to the opening of the War he con- 
tinued expressing strong Union sentiments. 
And this was the more remarkable because a 
number of his relatives, especially on his 
wife's side of the house, were friends of the 
South.“ 

LOGAN'S FAMILY. 

“How much ofa family had Dr. John Lo- 
gan, the General's father? | 

He had, I think, seven children, four boys 
and three girls. Logan has two brothers liy- 
ing at his old home, and one is the Postmaster 
at Murphysborough. The other is Tom Logan, 
a wealthy farmer and stock-raiser. Like John 
A. Logan, he likes good horses, and be has 
some of the finest in Illinois. Gen. Logan, 
when he was a young man, was one of the 
finest athletes in Southern Illinois. He was 
very popular throughout the whole region, and 
he goes there still by the name of John. As a 
young lawyer he made a great deal of money, 
and had he not gone into politice he would bea 
wealthy man today. He got his Chicago prop- 
erty through investments which he made dur- 
ing the War, and I understand be paid $35,000 
for it. His Chicago bouse is well furnished, 
and Gen. Logan has, perhaps, with one ,excep- 
tion 
THE FINEST PRIVATE LIBRARY IN ILLINOIS. 


He has: 5,000 volumes, and among them are 
many old and very rare books. You have heard 
of the book of Jeshur. There are, I under- 
stand, only three copies in the country, and 
Logan has one of them. Another is in the pos- 
session of the Lennox library in New York, 
and another in the Crocker library in San 
Francisco. Logan was a long time in finding 
bis. He had agents looking for it in different 
parts of Europe, but he finally stumbled upon 
it himself one day while looking over the stock 
of an old second-hand bookseller on the Strand 
in London. He has also many rare copies of 
the Bible, and his theological library is very 
complete. He delights in theological study, 
and has read closely not only the Christian 
religion but the works of Confucius, the Ko- 
ran, and the Hindoo Bible. He likes to dis- 
cuss the doctrinal points of Christianity, but 
as I said before all of his belief tends to that 
of the Methodists. His wife is largely inter- 
ested in charity and church work. John A. 
Logan bas also been a great reader of history. 
He has read ali of the classics in translation, if 
not in the onginal, and has a wide scope of 
general knowledge. In his preparation for his 
speeches be never writes and commits what he 
is going to say. but studies the subject well and 
formulates his speech in his mind before he 
takes the floor. In other words, he makes up 
the skeleton and trusts to the inspiration of 
the moment to put flesh on the bones.“ 

“What do you think of the strength of the

THE LAW OF LIB&L. . 


An Important Ruling by the Massa 
chusetts Supreme Court—Privileged 
Communications, 

Boston, Mass., June 27.—[Special.}—The Su- 
preme Court, in the case of Charles Cowley 
against the proprietors ot the Boston Herald, 
have given a decision which will be of general 
interest to the publishers of newspapers all 
over the country. An action for the removal 
of Mr. Cowley from the bar was filed in the 
Clerk’s office of the Supreme Court, and, the 
same being published in the Herald, Mr. Cowley 
began a suit for libel. The case came up inthe 
Superior Court, and the presiding Judge, con- 
curring in the views of counsel for the defend- 
ant, that, as the petition had been filed 
in court it was a privileged communi- 
tion, ruled that the plaintiſ could 
not maintain his action, and directed a verdict 
for the defendant. Mr. Cowley took exceptions 
to the Supreme Court, gvhich have been sus- 
tained, and that court through Judge Oliver 
Wendell Holmes Jr., holds that it was not a 
privileged communication, and to justify a 
verdict for the defendant it should have been 
shown that the charges in the petition against 
Mr. Cowley were true. The full court lays 
down the rule that newspapers in reporting 
cases actually on trial in any court are protect- 
ed from libel suits; but that they cannot set up 
privileges as a defense in a libel suit after 
publishing an ex parte statement of a case 
taken from papers on file in the office of the 
Clerk of a court. It is also held that papers on 
file in the Clerk's office are not open to public 
inspection, and that only the written record of 
a case disposed of is open to such inspection.

Another Heavy Fall in the Price of 
Federal Bank Stock. 
TORONTO, Out., June %7.—[Special.]|—The 
bears inflicted another crushing defeat on the 
billholders of Federal today, the price of the 


stock falling from 82% to 67%. Large blocks 


changed hands, holders seeming willing to get 
it of their hands at any sacrifice. The bears 
had it all their own way from the start. Out- 
side, on the street, however, a feeling of confi- 
dence in the stability of the bank was quite 
prevalent, and it seemed to be the gen- 
eral opinion that the stock was a good 
investment. A talk with a number ot 
prominent men and bankers showed that, 
as far as they were able to judge, there was 
not the slightest danger of a collapse. There 


was a general disposition shown to help the 
Federal if there was any need. Indeed, from 


certain signe in and around the Federal and 


Montreal Banks, it was evident that an under- 
stauding had been arrived at whereby the 
larger institution was to help the smaller. 
Later on it was ascertained On good authority 
that the Merchants’ and Montreal Banks were at 
the back of the Federal, and had offered to con- 
tribute $1,000,000 in gold in equal sums to help it; 
but so far the bank has been able to meet all 
demands trom its own resources, During the 
afternoon there was a Steady draia on the 
bank’s funds by depositors making withdraw- 
als, but nothing appertain to a rush or a 
panic. In fact, several deposits were received, 
and the withdrawals were principally of small 
accounts or for the ordinary purposes of buzgi- 
ness. The bank people remain cool, and ap- 
pear to have unlimited confidence in the bank’s 
ability to weather the storm. In striking com- 
parison with Federal, other bank stocks were 
very strong today, going up from 1 to 2% per 
cent I round. 

The Globe today editorially says: 

Serious as the decline of the price of Federal 
shares is for the holders thereof, the fall will not, 
when its causes are pointed Out, be corstrued as 
of much real importance except to the brokers 
who have been caught on the wreng side of the 
market. The business of the country is today ina 
sounder condition than it wis a year ago. The very 
contraction of credite whieh has caused so many 
failures during the last year is now beginning to 
bring back a healthier state of affairs. The prom- 
ise of the crops is very much better than it was 
this time last year, and all the precedents go to 
point to the hope that as soon us the turmoil of the 
Presidential election is over business in the States 
will resume ite normal activity, and a better de- 
mand at better prices will spring up for our lum- 
ber and other products. 

The Mail says: 

The obvious duty of every one in such a case is 


to use judicious efforts to prevent a panic from 


spreading, to the ruin of a really prosperous and 
only temporarily embarrassed institution. The an- 
nual report of the bunk, published the isth of the 
present month, which showed that the total rest 
account was $1,500,000, or a little more than 50 per 
cent of the capital, is sufficient to establish the so- 
lidity of the dank and the market value of the 
stock. All that seems to be needed is good man- 
agement and judicious use of the ald tendered by 
other banks, and the bank will COmé6 out of the or- 
deal without serious injury. 


The Financial Flurry in Montreal. 

MONTREAL, Que., June 26.—(Special.|—The 
session of the stock market today was ofa 
most panicky nature. Securities fell all round, 
and all endeavors to peg the market appeared 
futile. A leading bear said: “We had the 
whip-hand of the market. It broke right 
down before the very eyes of the bulls. They 
were perfectly helpless and paralyzed. “ Asa 
matter of fact, as far as can be ascertained, 
tnere does not appear to be any legitimate rea- 
son for such terrible depreciation, and 
the very men who have been 0»bears 
for months past, and who had deen 
in a most unmerciful manner selling Federal 
stock, state they believe the bank is perfectly 
sound and will weather the storm without an 
difficulty. The whole trouble appears to 
in so far as the stock is cemeerned, too much 
stock carried on speculatien, and, margins run- 
ning out, brokers have had to sacrifice other 
securities. Federal, Which a few months ago 
was selling at 160, at the beginning of this 
month at 120, and no later than Tuesday last at 
109, sold down today to 82. 
followed suit, and Bank of 
fell from 181 yesterday to 
today; Commerce from 115% to 108%; Mer- 
chants’ from 106 to 108%. In view of the fact 
that some 2,500 shares of Federai Bank are 
held by city and district banks the President 
was asked what he thought of the situation, 
when he repled: We feel perfectly secure 
and do not believe there is any good and valid 
reason for the existing state of affairs beyond 
the manipulation of those who are unfriendly 
to the Federa Bank. It has a reserve of a million 
and a half. which is made up to a large extent 
out of profits realized when its capital was in- 
creased, and it shows a first-rate statement. 


A Grand Steamboat Procession at 
Montreal. 

MONTREAL, Que., June 26.—[Special.|—The 
steamboat procession down the river was largo- 
ly attended, there being an average of 500 per- 
sons on each boat. As there were seventeen 
of them, the total number must have been 
over 8,000. On board of the Berthier, which 
was the eighth boat in order of the proces- 
sion, the members of the New York Associated 
Press were welcomed by the President of the 
Montreal Associated Press, to which Mr. G. B. 
Berry made a fitting reply. The time on board 
of the several boats was spent in singing and 
dancing. Taken altogether, as the weather 
was beautiful, it may be said the excursionists 
enjoyed the trip, especially those who never 
had an opportunity of seeing the scenery on 
both shores of the St. Lawrence.

Probably the best advertised religious more 
ment for its size that the world has ever seen 
is the Brahmo Somaj. Not only does every- 
body know something about it, but it has at- 
tracted the profound attention of scholars, 
theologians, and statesmen in all parts of the 
Earth; has been much written about, talked 
about, and thought upon for fifty years, and 
is still a very interesting subject. Yet the sum 
total of all its converts from the first would 
probably not amount to 5,000 souls. It is very 
difficult to get at any exact figures in regard to 
the numbers belonging to any branch of this 
much-divided church. A statement was made 
within a year, in an Indian newspaper, that 
Mr. Chunder Sen had only fifty-three disciples 
in all India, and, though this may have been a 
little below the mark, there were probably not 
a hundred who followed him in all the vagaries 
of his New Dispensation. The parent society 
is called the Adi Somaj; and in its most pros 
perous day, about 1847, it is said to have num- 
bered some 500 people. Since that time it 
has been on the decline, and probably 
has fewer followers now. The branch that 
seems to have the largest following and 
the brightest prospects at present is the 
Sadharan Brahmo Somaj, which was organized 
in 1878 in opposition to Mr. Chunder Sen, 
whom they exc ynicated, claiming to be 
the true progressive Somaj. They even made 
an attempt to hold the property, but were un- 
successful in this, as Mr. Sen was sole Trustee. 
They then built a prayer-hall, or temple, of 
their own, established a library, organized for 
all reforms and good works, the educating and 
sending out of missiOnaries, and daltogether

Christians of the kind so abundant in our 
time, who are also rationalists to a degree, 
have often deen greatly puzzled to 
apply properly the Golden Rule to the 
matter of sending missionaries to convert 
the heathen. As we would not thank a Brah- 
man or a Mohammedan to come here to con- 
vert us to his religion, why should we send 
men to his land to convert him to our faith? 
The true answer to this is, that his religion is 
false, while ours is true. But Brahmoism 
seems to take all the truths of Christianity and 
add them to all the truths of all other religions, 
leaving out the superstition and idolatry of 
each; and it unfuris the banner of its New 
Dispensation, and asks all the world to join. 
This was the position of Mozoomdar, and it 
seemed to take the wind out the sails of the 
missionary ships compietely. It was time for 
somebody in the missionary camp to rise up 
and speak, and take some of the wind out of 
the extravagant claims made for and by the 
Brahmos.

It is surprising that so recent a book, and 
one so comprehensive in its scope, should have 
found no room for such imnortant matter as 
the experiments and theories of Graham and 
Berthelot upon the heat of chemical combina- 
tion, and the specific energy of the elements in 
forming combinations. It is a growing hy- 
pothesis that chemical energy is as much a part 
of physics as heat or sound, and will be capa- 
ble presently of as definit and satisfactory 
treatment. The modern chemical theories are 
so indefinit aud insecure, and present so 
many serious anomalies—such a8 allotropism, 
isomerism, and variable quancivaience—that a 
remodeling of the whole nomenciature upon a 
physical and mathematical basis would be wel- 
comed by all scientific chemists; and is by no 
means beyond the reach of possibility, if we 
accept as learned authority as the recent speech 
of Prof. John Gladstone before the Chemical 
Section of the British Association.

Seargent Smith tiss. 

It is impossible fo welcome Life and 
Times of Seargent Smith Prentiss with much 
enthusiasm. The volume does [ttle credit to 
any one concerned in its publication; and the 
man whose life it commemorates was unworthy 
of even such effort as his biographer has put 
forth. The march of civilization has left so 
far in the rear those fire-worshipers to whom 
Mr. Shields’ eulogium of a duelist and a gam- 
dler could afford pleasure that it is to be feared 
they are quite out of the range of books. 
Prentiss’ reputation, howerer, does not 
wholly rest upon his ski at cards 
aad his familiarity with haiptriegers. It 
was the gift of oratory that raised him to the 
head of the bar of his adopted State, sent him 
to Congress, made him a power in political 
campaigns and oriminal trials, and toward the 
close of his life caused his ; as counsel 
for a Cuban filibuster. But this gift was never 
exercised in a great cause, and therefore his 
speeches can excite now only a languid inter- 
est. Even the eloquence of Prentiss strikes 
one as too florid. It has too much of 
the political-canvass, spread-cagie style, too 
little of the earnestness of conviction, 
to commend the admiration of ‘the pres 
ent generation, which is quick to detect 
humbug and oclaptrap of every kind. 
But the man must have been an eloquent 
orator of whose speaking Everett could write: 
It seemed to me the most wonderful spect- 
men of sententious fluency which I ever wit- 
nessed. .. . The matter grave and impor 
tant, the train of thought distinctly pursued, 
the illustrations wonderfully happy—drawn 
‘from a wide range of reading and aided by a 
brilliant imagination; and the like of which 
Webster said “he never heard except from 
Prentiss himself.” The opening paragraph of 
his eulogy on Lafayette, spoken when Prentiss 
was only 26 years old, gives a fair idea of bis 
fluency, and at the same time exemplifies the 
florid style of his genius: 

Death, who knocks with equal hand at the door 
of the cottage and at the palace-gate, has been 
dusy at work; mourning prevails throughout the 
land, and the countenances of all are shrouded in 
the mantic of regret. Far across the wide Atlan- 
tic, amid the pleasant vineyards on the sunny 
lands of France, there too is mourning, and the 
weeds of sorrow are all there, worn by prince and 
peasant. The friend and companion of Washing- 
ton is no more! He who taught the eagle of our 
country, while yet unfledged, to plume his young 
wing, and mate his talons with the lion’s strength, 
has taken his fight far beyond the stars beneath 
whose influence he foughtsowell!l ... Lafay- 
ette is no more. 

The greatest political effort of his life was 
the speech made before the House of Repre- 
sentatives, in Wash on, on the occasion of 
the contest over the representation of Missis- 
sippi in the Twenty-fifth Congress. The fol- 

extract is not only eloquent but inter- 
esting in the light of recent events: 


Rumor with her hundred mouths has bruited it 
abroad that this case would be decided, not upon its 
merits, but upon party grounds. In accordance 
with her ancient custom, surely she lied, for, when 
I cast my eyes around and behold collected here 
the selected wisdom and worth of this mighty Na- 
tion, I cannot restrain my indignation at the foul 
and groundiess slander. What! the right of repre- 
sentation of a whole State to be decided upon party 
grounds—the elective franchise to be sacrified at 
the shrine of party! I do not believe it, sir-—I do 
not believe it. A degree of corruption which would 
warrant such a supposition exceeds my compre- 
hension.

It has been said that “ Art is a perfect para- 
dise for philosophers. The corpus vile on 
which they operate is delightfuily sensitive, 
and neither our artists nor the public are suf- 
ficiently educated to see how supremely ludi- 
crous the whole business 18. The variety of 
opinions upon art is not suprising when the 
many aspects in which it can be viewed are 
considered. In Mr. Bryant’s book the point of 
view is that of a “ poetic scientist.”” Starting 
from the postulate that Man sees in the 
world about him precisely what he brings 
with him the eves to see,” it is 
principally occupied with an elaborate 
unfolding of the philosophy of the idea that the 
modern scientific view of Nature mast first 
have been developed before true landscape art 
could well exist; and in tracing out the ele- 
ments, subjective and objective, that enter 
into works of art of this class.

fice to make it a readable book. In appearance 
the volume isugworthy of the poorest-equipped 
country — tare A and, were it not for a 
very inadequate list of errata, the typograph- 
ical blunders are so numerous as to create the 
impression that the proof was never corrected.

A Well-Drained Farm. 

Farmers’ Review: On invitation of Mr. C. G. 
Elliott, drainage engineer, a member of the 
editorial staff of the Furmers' Review spent a 
day last week in examining’an extensive job of 
tile-drainage, Of which Mr. Elliott has the su- 
perintendence, now being done upon the farm 
of M. W. Dunham, the well-known Percheron- 
horse importer, of Wayne, Du Page County, 
III. As the conditions existing upon Mr. 
Dunham's farm making tile-drainage a necessi- 
ty fairly represent similar conditions existing 
upon thousands of other farms, a brief descrip- 
tion of the farm and the drainage system em- 
ployed may prove of practical value to 
many of our readers. The farm con- 
Sists of about 1.000 acres in a com- 
pact body, lying mainly upon the west 
side of the Nerthwestern Railroad, with a 
general slope to the soutnwest. Its surface is 
gently undulating, there bemg but “ittie very 
high land except the timbered ridge rising to 
the west and west of the buildings. There are 
two natural depress ons which cross the rail- 
road-track about à balf-mile apart, with higher 
land between, which.in high water from melt- 
ing snows or heavy rainfall furnish water- 
courses for the water coming down from the 
still higher lands to the east. These unite 
when about half way across the farm, in the 
form of a letter Y. These natural depres- 
sions form broad belis of low, wet 


these there were on the farm numerous 


small sloughs extending out from the main 
sloughs or sinks, depressions surrounded by 


higher ground which hold water till it is dissi- 


Mr. Dunham was to thoroughly reclaim every 
rod of wet land upon the farm, and 
realizing that it was a difficult undertaking 
he very wisely put it in.charge of a thor- 
oughly competent drainage engineer. The 
first step in the system of drainage, 

as explained by Mr. Elliott, was to vide for 
the proper outlet and flow not only of the water 
drained from the farm, but of that which came 
down rom the farms above, which naturally 
dramed that way. To this end wide, open 
ditebes were made, commencing at the railroad 
track, following gach of the natural depressions 
above named till they unite, and thence 
a considerable d beyond the west 
the farm to insure a free outlet. One of these 
two upper duches is three fect in depth, eleven 
feet in width at the top, and two feet at the 
bottom. The other is five feet in depth, twenty 
feet in width at top, and four feet at bottom. 
Below their juncuon the dimensions are still 
greater, equal to the capacity of both. The

Explanatory Notes. 
Farmers” Review: In order to get a) correct 
idea of the drainage represented on the above 
map the original condition of the land and re- 
sulting characteristics of the soil, as shown by 
a thorough examination, should be taken into 
account. The land for sme distance each side 
of the open ditches was once a lake, and even 
within the memory ot many of the présent in- 
habitants it abounded with large ponds and 
impassable marshes. The general surface of 
this part of the farm has but little despent and 
often ponds or depressions are found ane, foot 
deeper than this general surface. 

The large, open ditches pass throngh the 
farm as near as possible in the line of the 
natural water-courses, so that the drainage of 
adjoining land is effected without the use of 
very large main drains. For conventence in 
ca on work, and also for description, 
the land drained has been divided into drain- 
age sections and designated by letters, as 
shown upon the map. 

On Bec. K the main is a twelve-inch tile, laid 
at an average depth of four feet. This size 
is not required for the land shown upon the 
map, but has been used for the future 
drainage of a large tract of land 
lying above. To provide against the surface 
Overflow from above, head drains of seyen-inch 
tile have been laid along the line dividing the 
fields and filled at intervals with stone and 
gravel in order that surface water may find its 
way rapidly iuto the main drain. A bank of 
earth has also been thrown up on thé line to 
hold flood wuter in check until it can be taken 
into the drains. The lateral drains are of three- 
inch tile, laid at a distance of sixty febt apart

Cucumbers intended fur pickling purposes 
need not be planted till July.

A good insecticide for use on plants is pre- 
pared by adding to one bushel of gypsum 
(plaster) one pint of kerosene oil and stirring 
thoroughly... The oil ‘will diffuse itself in a 
very short time through every particle of the 
plaster. This mixture has been used in the 
greenhouse and the garden with success, with- 
out injury to the tenderest piants. 

Near Helena, Ark., a farmer working in a feld 
was suddenly surrounded by buffalo gnats. 
He started for bome at full speed; all remedies 
Failed, to relieve the agony produced by tho 
stings of the gnats, and he died in a short time, 
his face and neck having meantime turned al- 
most black. These gnats follow ovérfiows of 
the great rivers, caused by the destruction of 
forests. 

Areport of the condition of honey bees 
owned by members of the Eastern Iowa and 
Western Illinois Beekeepers’ Association shows 
that the number of colonies owned by the re- 
porting members in the fall of 1883 was 2,666; 
of these 1,322 were wintered on summer stands, 
1,312 wintered in cellars or in bee-houses, 559 
were lost, 290 were weak, and 1,875 were good 
May 10, 1884. 

June isthe month in which the rose slug plays 
the mischief with the hopes of the florist, if 
stern battle be not waged against them. They 
are pale green in color, and jelly-like in appear- 
ance, and may be found feeding on the leaves. 
Simple remedies consist of air-slacked lime or 
white hellebore, either one of which is used by 
dusting on the leaves when they are wet with 
dew or otherwise. A friend bas used powdered 
borax with good results. If no remedy ts ap- 
plied the leaves will soon turn brown and drop. 


The Baldwin apple bas for many years held a 
firet place in popular esteem. A New Hamp- 
shire. orchardist says that tree-planters ina 
large portion of that State would plant ninety- 
nine Baldwins out of every 100 trees. In many 
places in Western New York, where nearly all 
other varieties almost wholly or totally failed 
the last season, many Baldwin trees bore gooa 
crops. When will any of the originators of 
new sorts give us an appi@as valuable in every 
point as the Baldwin? ow much would it be 
worth in the aggregate to the whole country? 


A statement has been going the rounds to 
the effect that M. Pasteur bad discovered a 
eure for hydrophobia. What he announced 
was simply that the virus of hydrophobia can 
be obtained in various degrees of virulence, 
and that dogs can be made proof against the 
disease by inoculating them with the virus 
carefully selected and obtaified by a certain 
process. It is not possible to forward this 
virus any great distance. Dr. Roux writes 
from Paris that it is well understood that for 
the present at least the idea of protecting men 
against hydropnobia by inoculation is entirely 
out of the question. 


Some twelve or fourteen years ago the Ac- 
climatization Society of New Zealand under- 
took to introduce red clover into that colony; 
but, although the seeds sent from England 
yielded a fair erop of good plants, vet the plants 
thus produced totally failed to reproduce 
others “after their kind."’ This failure was 
ascribed to the absence of bees. In the course 
of the late Darwin’s numerous and valuable 
experiments be found that 100 heads of red 
clover, when grown in the open air in the 
usual way, produced 2,700 seeda, but the same 
number of heads, when protected from bees, 
did not produce so much as a single seed. 

Nearly 100 years ago Chancellor Livingston 
urged that alfalfa should be cultivated in 
this country. Its name is plainly ot Arabic 
origin. An old Californian advises those 
who wish to raise altaifa to sow early in 
the fall ffteen pounds of good fresh seed to 
the acre in soil naturally rich or made rich, 
dry, well drditied and deep, prepared with as 
much care as would be given to an onion bed; 
cover lightly, an inch or less; roll down firmly 
and you will have the first regaisit—a good 
stand of plants. Keep stock off from it while 
young; cut when it begins to blossom; and 
cure, atter the first wiltmg, in thé windrow, or 
as much protected from the sun as possible,

“Thus far oleo has stood like a stone wall 
against the further advancement of the lower 
grades of butter,’’ says the American Dairy- 
man, while it certainly did notinjuriously at- 
fect the prices of good butter.

CHICAGO HARBOR. 
BRAINS IN THE PILOT-HOUSE. 


Harbor collisions have been of such frequent 


Occurrence this week that one might almost sup- 
pose that vesselmen and tug Captains had been sud- 
denly seized with a flendish ambition to do as much 
damage as lay in their power. Vessels have been 
smashed and smashed again without any apparent 
cause other than negligence and carelesness, but it 
would be uncharitable to even suggest that any of 
the numerous collisions were the outgrowth of 
maliciousness. No one but a practical navigator 
can conceive of what trivial causes can lead to @ 
serious collision, and no one but a practical vessel- 
owner can appreciate the value of brains and com- 
mon senses in the wheel-house. A Chicago 
tug towed a vessel into a bridge several days ago, 
and the owner of the tug was obliged to pay several 
Hundred dollars“ damages. In investigating the 
cause of the accident he learned that the Captain 
had made a mistake in giving the signal to the en- 
gineer, so that, instead of backing, the tug went 
ahead. Calling the Captain into his ‘private office, 
the owner asked why such an inexcusable error 
had been made. “I didn’t think,” replied the 
Captain. “ But you should have thought.“ returned 
the owner. “ That ls why you draw $150 a month. 
If you don’t know how to exercise your brains you 
are no better than a common laborer. I want men 
of brains on my boats and men whothink. It is 
brains i pay for, and not mere musie. You can 
draw your pay and go.”’ 
ANOTHER RIVER COLLISION, 

Miller Brothers’ shipyard will be fully $1,000 
better off when the repairs to the schr James 
D. Sawyer are completed. The Sawyer arrived 
during the night and went to Dunne’s coal dock, 
just west of the National Milevator, to discharge 
her cargo.

Today the grounds of the Washington Fark 
Driving Club will be thrown open to the pub- 
lic for the first time, the races being ’ and

the club if nothing is made on the outside. At 
the time the officers were elected a statement 
was made of the objects of the association. 
was intended to furnish the members and their 
friends with a club-house and pieasure-grounds 
for their entertainment gnd promotion of 
4 good-fellowship and to encourage by providing 
proper facilities raising, improving, breeding, 
training, and exhibiting borses at their annual 
meetings. It was proposed, as stated above, to 
do for the citizens of Chicago what the Jerome 
and Coney Island ‘Clubs have done for 
New York and the Pimlico for Baltimore: 

The management of those clubs are in the 
hands of some of the most influential business- 
men and are conducted in such a manner as 
to furnish a fine retreat for members and 
their friends at all times and give the public 
the very best entertainment and sport during 
the meetings. Before the opening of Jerome 
Park in New York, which is now perhaps the 
most fashionable and popular resort about 
the metropolis, there was but little pleasure 
driving by the richer classes in consequence 
of poor roads after leaving the city limits and 
a still poorer class of houses to entertain 

ts. The construction of a club-house at 
erome Park, however, necessitated the build- 
ing of a new road, and at once a boulevard was 
laid out and called Jetome avenue. The con- 
struction of Jerome Park has thus far resulted 
in giving New York what she never possessed 
before—fine drives and also the title of hav- 
ing the number of fine horses and 
equipages of any city in the world. 
HOW THE WORK WAS DONE. 

Those who have undertaken the enterprise in 
Chicago were confident that this city presented 
advantages far above New York for suon a 
ay ey ene Believing this, nothing was 

ne by halves, anda careful generosity was 
shown in all details, from the laying out of the 
grounds to the preparation of plans for the 
club-house and other structures. While strict 
attention was paid to the arrangement of the 
park so that it should be in fact a gentlemen's 
pleasure-ground, nothing that would contrib- 
ute to the comfort or enjoyment of those whose 
patronage would be solicited was negiected. It 
was believed that a special feature should be 
an American Derby-Day, though large amounts 
of money would be required to do this. That 
point has now been reached, and the American 
Derby its an accomplished fact. The 
faith of the managers was strong 
that Chicago and the West 
elements interested in witnessing honest trials 
of speed of horses sufficient to support every 
effort they might make in that direccion, basing 
their hopes upon the patronage of peopie who 
want to see pure sport. 

THE CLUB-HOUSE. 


The club-house has a fashionable and ex- 
clusive side as well as a public one. With this 
view the bouse will be open only to holders of 
membership tickets, and the same care is exer- 
cised in the admission of members as at any 
of the leading clubs of the city. The house is 
2 at all times and managed on the same 
plan as any other private club-house. The 
idea carried out is that it shall be a place 
where a member may drive at the close 
of the day with his family’ ofr 
friends, a place where ail the pleasures 
of a country retreat may be enjoyed. Theclub- 
house bas a length of 136 feet by a width of 
ninety-seven, and is two stories, basement, 
and attic in hight. The kitchen, store-rooms, 

apparatus, and so forth, are in the 
basement, the attic containing the servants’ 
rooms. ro isa spacious entrance hall on 
the main floor, club office, caf6—thirty-three by 
seventy-five feet—with serving and wine 
rooms, billiard-room twenty-four by thirty-two 
feet, ladies’ waiting-room, a parlor thirty-two 
by twenty feet for the Directors, lavatory, and 
five private dining-rooms, each twelve by twen- 
ty feet. Extending around the entire building 
on the main floor is a veranda sixteen feet 
wide, provided with chairs, settees, and r 
conveniences for witnessing races. The 
ground floor is in reality an im Fall 
of from which are the other : 
The floor above is reached by a broad 


rooms, sewing-rooms, and seven private 
rooms. Above are the living rooms of 
sleeping-room 
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flights of stairs, on top ot 
is a promenade extending its entire length. 
From this can de obtained a magnif- 
cent view of the surrounding country. On 
the ground floor is a café, where the public can 
secure refreshments. There are also private 
dining-rooms for those who have net the priv- 
ileges of the club-house. 

The stabies are claimed to be the finest 
attached to any race-track in the world. There 
are nearly 500 stalls fitted up in a splendid man- 
ner. 

THE GROUNDS. 3 ä 

The club’s property consists of eighty acre 
bounded on the north by Sixty-first street, on 
the east by Cottage Grove avenue, on the south 
by Sixty-third street, and on the west by South 
Park avenue. Lying as it does midway between 
Woodlawn and Englewood, it is accessibie by 
the Illinois Central Railroad, Pittsburg & Fort 
Wayne Railroad, Michigan Southern Railroad, 
and Chicago & Rock Island Railroad, be- 
sides, from its contingency to West 
South Park, by both Grand and Drexel 
boulevards and the Hyde Park Street 
Railway. The land has a gentle, natural slope 
from the east and north. twelve feet above the 
city datum in elevation to the west and south, 
allowing a feature acceptable to all turfmen— 
viz.: a track of gentle up-and-down grade 
whichis considered faster than a dead-level 
run. he natural flatness of the track bas 
been broken by artificial depressions and 
raises. The management has cunsidered rapid 
and complete surface drainage first, and all 
else has to subserve that most important end. 
The track has many of tne features of the pop- 
ular Saratoga course, although wider and hav- 
ing on the same grounds a practice track, re- 
sembiing in that respect the track at Louis- 
ville. The bome and back stretches have a 
length of 1,414 feet, the turns 1,226 feet, thus 
affording longer straight runs than the 
stereotyped method of having stretches and 
turns of equal length. This alteration has been 
highly commended by turfmen. The widths 
are: Homestretoh, eighty-five feet; back 
turns, sixty feet, 
These widths have been carefully determined 
after an examination of all the tracks of the 
country. Immediately inside of the course 
proper, and separated from it by a ten-foot 
drainage sod space, is the practice track, forty 
feet in width, constructed with the same care 
as the track itself. 

In three-quarter mile dashes it has formerly 
been an objection that the horses were started 
on the mile course at such a distanve from the 
spectators that they could not get a good view. 
To obviate this a diagonal ‘‘short’’ has been 
constructed similar to that at Saratoga, which 
allows a start near the wire and directly in 
front of the grand stand. The steeple is so ar- 
ranged that the water jumps occur over natur- 
al take-necks, a feagure unknown on any other 
course in the country. The awkward artificial 
water-jumps now in vogue are not Unnatural 
in appearance, but do not acquaint the horse 
with the presence of water until at its brink. 

FINAL PREPARATIONS. 

For the last week there has been some heavy 
work done at the park to get it in order for to- 
day. It has been done through the energetic 
efforts of the officers, supplemented by those 
of Mr. R. D. Blinn, superintendent of the track 
and stables, and Mr. A. P. Pond, superintend- 
ent of the club-house. The thousands of peo- 
ple who will go there today will find everything 
in the most perfect order. Yesterday the track 
was being rolled and put in first-class condi- 
tion; the hurdles have all been made, and every- 
thing necessary has been done for the grand 
steeplechase next Tuesday. Mr. Blinn, who 
has built quite a number of tracks, says the 
one at Washington Park is the finest running 
track in the country. It is a soft track, but a 
safe one, and one that pleases all owners of 
fast horses who have seen it. , 

THE STABLES. a 

The stables are filled with tue finest racing 
stock in the West, some of it baving arrived 
early in the week. The stables, twenty-two in 
number, are models of all that such. struct- 
ures should be. The light aud ventiiation are 
perfect and the stalis of ample size. Between 
them have been built cabins for the use of the 
trainers and attendants. The switch from the 
Illinois: Central has veen completed, so that 
there has been no trouble in hauling horse- 
food to tie grounds, and an ample number of 
trains will be run during the races to accom- 
modate all who may wish to use that method of 
reaching the park. It is expected that there 
will be fully 600 race-horses at the park by to- 
day, and there will be room to house them all. 

As to visitors’ carriages, fully 5,000 can be 
cared for, a iong row of boxes having been 
built for this purpose in the rear of the grand 
stand. This stand is all ready for the opening, 
seats being in place and the restaurant stocked. 
Nothing new can be said as to the club-house 
for the members, which is magnificent in all 
its appointments, and which has been largely 
patronized since opening, June 7. 


PROHIBITION IN IOWA. 


The Course of the Express Companies. 

The Iowa Prohibition law will come into force 
July 4, and already the General Freight Ageuts 
of the various railroads in that State have 
issued a joint notice to agents and connecting 
lines calling attention to the law as it will affect 
railway companies. 

In order to learn what action the express 
companies will take in the matter a TRIBUNE 
reporter interviewed representatives of two of 
them yesterday. ö 

Mr. C. W. Barrett, of the American Express 
Company, said that no spedéia! instructions bad 
yet errived from headquarters, but he thought 
that the various express companies would soon 
take some concerted action in the matter. The 
American Express Company, so far as 
it knew it, would carry out not 
only the letter but the spirit of 
the law. As things were at present the com- 
pany received parcels without making any in- 
quiry as to their contents, and shipped them 
for transport in cars bired from the railway 
companies. Thelatter put no restrictions upon 
them except with regard to inflammables, and 
had no business whatever with the contents of 
their parcels, which were under the care of 
theirown employés. The company would not 
knowingly forward any alcoholic liquors to 
Towa, but if any one sent them for transporta- 
tion a case of wine or spirits labeled *‘ mineral 
water or any other kind of merchandise they 
would not refuse to forward it unless their 
suspicions were very well grounded. Any risk 
with 
the sender in such a case. If, however, 
it should prove that express companies were 
made the medium of conveying intoxicating 
liquors into a State where they were prohibit- 
ed, no doubt these companies would act as 
they did with regard to contraband goods dur- 
ing the War, and insist on a declaration from 
the sender as to the contents ot his parcel. 
The transportation of liquors formed a very 
infinitesimal part of their business, as they did 
not ship on an average over a hundred gallons 
a month. 

Mr. H. D. Colyin, Genéral Agent of the 
United States Express Company, said: “All I 
have to say is we are a law-abiding people, and 
whatsoever the law iays down we will strictly

DAKOTA. 
A PROCLAMATION BY THE GOVERNOR. . 

YANKTOR, June 27.—[Special.I—This 
morning Gov. Ordway, who has been here dur- 
ing the last month, left for Bismarck to give 
attention to certain matters there. Last night 
the Governor completed a proclamation bear- 
ing upon the question of the Capital of Dakota, 
and today copies were served upon the Secre- 
tary and Treasurer. The proclamation gives a 
full history of the Capithl. It takes up the 
passage of the bili, the location of the Capital 
at Bismarck, the erection of the building, the 
retusal of the Treasurer and Secretary to obey 
the Governor's former proclamation on the 
ground that the legality of the bill was pending 
in court. The decision of the Supreme Court 
sustaining the bill says provision has been 
made for officers at Biemarck; that the Capitol 
building will be completed by July 30. The 
proclamation concludes as follows: 


Now, therefore, I, Nehemiah G. Ordway, ern- 
or ot the Territory of Dakota, do issue this, my 
proclamation, ordering and directing James H. 
Teller, Secretary of the Territory, William H. Me- 
Vay, Treasurer of the Territory; and all other 
ritorial officers who by law are required 
to have and keep their offices at the seat 
of Government or Capital of the Territory of 
Dakota, to remove their respective offices from the 


City of Yankton, in the County of Yankton, to- 


gether with the archives, books, records, papers, 
and property of every kind and description apper- 
taining thereto, to the City of Bismarck, in the 
County of Burleigh, in said Territory, on or before 
the 30th day of July, 1884, at which place, under 
the provisions of law, I hereby-order and direct 
that all executions and other public Territorial 
business shall be transacted which is required to 
beformed at the Capital. 

Ordway says under no circumstances would 
he accept reappointment; that he has spent 
over $10,000 more than his salary, and is that 
much poorer than when he came here. four 
years ago. He says Bismarck is unquestiona- 
bly the Capital of Dakota, and that he feels 
bound to have the question fully settled, at any 
rate so far as possible, before his successor 
takes up the reins of Government.

The man 
then handed Dr. Hollister $25, and going to Dr.
